SECTION  C.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

(1)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Sewage"  Disposal  Plant  has  operated  satisfactorily  during 
the  year. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  sewering  of  Hunstanton  North, 

It  is  proposed  that  the  old  works  and  outfalls  in  that  area  are  to  be 
scrapped  and  the  sewage  be  ejected  into  the  New  Hunstanton  mains. 

(2)  House  Refuse. 

Generally  a fortnightly  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been 
maintained.  During  the  summer  months  catering  establishments  and 
large  hotels  were  cleared  tv; ice  weekly. 

Refuse  was  disposed  of  by  ControlledTipping  on  the  field  adjacent 
to  the  Sewage  Disposal  'Works  during  the  winter  months.  The  Heacham 
Quarry  was  leased  from  the  le  Strange  Estates  and  refuse  was  disposed 
of  there  during  the  summer  months. 

(3)  Water  Supply. 

(a)  T he  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity  during  the  year. 

(b)  During  the  year  two  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  T he  analyst’s  comments  on  the  sample  taken 
before  chlorination  were  "The  combined  results  show  that  this 
water  is  of  good  quality  and  quite  safe  for  drinking  purposes’1. 
The  comments  made  on  the  sample  taken  after  chlorinhtion  were 
"The  water  is  of  a high  degree  of  bacterial  purity  and 
satisfactory  for  drinking  purposes". 

One  chemical  analysis  was  made  with  satisfactory  results. 

(c)  All  houses  with  the  exception  of  29  have  direct  mains  supply, 
Th»go  29  houses  are  served  with  mains  supply  from  communal  taps, 

SECTION  D,  Housing. 


The  number  of  houses  taken  over  from  Military  requisition, 
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renovated  and  adapted  for  housing  purposes  is  33. 

A commencement  has  been  made  with  the  erection  of  5 dwellings 
for  A^ed  Persons  on  the  Park  Road  Site. 

Many  inspections  have  been  made  under  the  Housing  Acts,  and 
where  necessary,  informal  notice  has  been  served.
